This bridge, soon to be a connecting 


link between two states, will be 180 
feet wide. What this means is shown 
by the fact that the Brooklyn bridge is 
only 85 feet wide, and the new East 
river bridge at Bivington street, New 
York, will be only 11B feet wide. As 
for the Scotland structure, it carries 
only two tracks, while the North river 
.bridge will carry six tracks, and per- 
haps a carriage roadway. The North 
river bridge will cross the Hudson at 
Fifty-ninth street. New York. From 
the end of that street a viaduct will 
•weep south and east to a Vast union 
station in Broadway, between Forty- 
ninth and Fifty-first streets. No rail- 
way station in the world will begin to 
approach this in size. Its front will be 
ten stories high. The station will have 
40 tracks, 20 for incoming and 20 for 
outgoing trains. It is expected that all 
the railroads that concentrate along the 
Jersey shore will unite on the bridge

No bridge in the world has towers as 


high as those from which will be sus- 
pended the cables of the North river 
bridge. They will rise 587 feet. What 
this means is evident by comparison 
with the height of the St. Paul building, 
the highest in New York.

'the Brooklyn bridge rise above high 
water only 278 feet, and even the tower* 
'of the new East river bridge will be

A flannel baching corset imported 


from Francti i* one of the1 luxuries 
which stout women appreciate, for, not- 
withstanding an the preaching, of the 
physical eulturisto, no woman with an 
excess of avoirdupois can afford to risk 
her appearance in a loose bathing suit 
without stays of some kind. 
Many 


women wear the ordinary linen cor«et 
with steels, but this is a poor practice, 
for several reasons. The principal ob- 
jection i* the fact that the steels rust 
after the first wearing. Beside* this,1 
the corset that is made for-ordinary 
wear is too stiff and harsh to admit of 
the motions necessary in swimming. 
There is no exercise in which.the mus- 
cles of the whole body are called into 
play to such an extent as in that of 
rvvhnmiag, and for that reason there 
should be just as llttie stricture as pos- 
sible upon every part of the body. 


Tlie flannel-corset is'stiJPened with 


double sets of whalebones—that i», 
two whalebones sewed together in each 
groove. It is made of cream white 
French flannel, which is soft and warm 
for bathing. There is no steel in front, 
and the corset is fastened in the bock, 
not with hooks like an ordinary corset, 
but with straps sewed on each edge of 
the back and slipped through a slit on 
the opposite edge. The straps, -after' 
being passed fhrough the sllt»,,i.aTe 
brought down and fastened with button. 
and buttonhole in front. 


• Btich a -corset, bongat-from the im- 
porter, would cost about five dollars, 
but anyone Who is so Inclined can make 
a verj good imitation for herself. It 
requires the very best shrunk flannel 
and Is made double. One and a'half 
yards should- be enough to make it, and 
for a pattern one ha* only to cut one 
from a dress waist or from one* ordi- 
nary corset—taking care, however, to 
make the one for bathing about two 
size* larger than that for other pnr-

In storing furs the beat plan is to 


(elect a dark closet, and have it papered 
all over, top and bottom, with tar paper. 
As its surface is sticky, it should be 
covered with, a second coat of paper, to 
prevent the clothing coming !&• direct 
contact with the tar. For this second 
coat I find newspaper as good a thing 
as can be 'used. Perhaps the smell of 
printer's ink helps, the tar to do its 
work, or it may be because newspaper 
is porous and allows the tar odor to 
come through more readily. 
Before 


hanging, in this> closet all garments, 
both fur1 itnd wool, obbuM be carefully 
beaten, wi^b a slender cane. Here is the 
great secret of keeping furs. It is in 
cleaning them before they are put away. 
If a moth or a moth egg goes into the 
closet with them, the damage is only 
partially prevented. While the egg will 
hatch, the moth only lives for a short 
time, and cannot increase, but during1 
that brief life I have known these little 
insects to spoil the beauty of an elegant 
garment. So the greatest care should 
be taken to beat and comb furs clean 
before storing them away. For this 
purpose a fur comb should be used, or a 
slender, strong cane, that wfll reach the 
skin itself. The safest plan is to re- 
move the garments from the closet 
about once a month, and give them a 
thorough beating. Some persons hang 
them in the sun on these occasions, be- 
lieving that the sun destroys moths, and 
moth eggs, while, as a matter of fact, 
it hatches the eggs, and, like any other 
heat, makes the moth thrive. 


Where only a chest or'trunk or, as is 


sometimes the case, only a pasteboard 
box, is to be had, then the management 
is different. After the cleaning process, 
which is always the same, it is best for 
the chest, box or trunk to be lined with 
tar paper, after the same manner as the 
closet. But where this is not practicable 
any of the numerous moth preventives 
may be used; though sold under dif- 
ferent names their ingredients are 
about the same. They should be care- 
fully sewn in bags to prevent contact 
with the furs, aa they invariably leave 
spots on dark-colored skins. The odor 
can be overcome by a thorough beating 
and hanging for several hours in the 
wind or open air. "That is, where the 
furs have been removed and beaten dur- 
ing the season, otherwise the odor is 
hard to get nfl of. 


Yes, some dealers use the fumes of 


sulphur, to clean furs already attacked 
by moths, but that should be a last re- 
sort, as it discolors the garment and 
necessitates its being redyed. Many of 
the old-fashioned preventives have some 
virtue in them, as sassafras, china root, 
etc., and can be used to advantage by 
people in the country where they are 
easily obtained, but persons in the city 
have better means in. their reach.—St. 
Louis Bepublie.

In, 
the dose of an ounce or two given by 
tolstnke it has caused death, so that it! 
cannot be considered an absolutely In- 
nocuous drug in any quantity.

"Wll act chiefly on the kidneys, whereas 
U it is given in a hot lemonade to which 
tasbeen added alittle whisky or brandy,

frequentlj produce a prof use sweat and 
w will tend to break up aforminjf cold. 
This drug should be bought in small 
quantities and a fresh supply obtained
